LONDON. Oct 5 
American armor and infantry plunged into a 
widening hole in the Biegtried line near Ubach today. Masses of artiller}, 
including 10-inch guns, tore many Germans from their defenses. 
Tile Germans battled fiercely, rushing up reinforcements and bring­ 
ing to bear every possible gun in an effort to prevent the crumbling of 
the entire Siegfried line north of Aachen. Already the original west wall 
had been pierced and the Americans were attacking with fresh energy 
the tank traps, earthworks and pillboxes hastily erected behind It. 
To the north, heavy fighting flared along the British Nijmegen- 
Arnhem corridor. Infantry attacked In several sectors, gaining a mile in 
an eastward advance and .several miles in a northwesterly direction. 
To the south the American Third army of Lt Gen. George S Patton 
was engaged in a grim tight atop Fort Driant. a key stronghold fortress! 
of Meta. Germans had holed up in the concrete fastnesses of an under­ 
ground labyrinth.

T hat could happen 
this year if, for example, either Mr 
Roosevelt or Mr. Dewey tallied cer­ 
tain states by big m ajorities and 
lost a large num ber of other states 
by slender m argins.

of votes are elected. Tile second- 
best party gets no electors at all. 
Won More Votes But Lost 
In the Hayes-Tilden contest of j 
1876, Tilden had a lead of 250.000 | 
popular votes but the Republicans j 
claimed Hayes had a m ajority of 
one electoral vote. Conflicting re­ 
turns, however, were sent in from 
four states—South Carolina, Flori­ 
da. Louisiana and Oregon. A bitter 
battle developed and C ongress fin­ 
ally referred the disputed returns to 
an Electoral Commission. 
The commission was composed of 
five senators, five representatives 
and five Suprem e Court judges 
This commission by a strict party I 
vote of eight Republicans to seven 
Democrts voted in every case in fav­ 
or of the Republican candidate, so 
Hayes was declared elected. 
Iu 1888. Grover Cleveland polled 
a larger popular vote than B enja­ 
min Harrison but H arrison won the 
election with a m ajority of electoral 
votes.
